The Private Press 


A personal enthusiasm for fine printing and 
bookmaking, rising above considerations of 
commercial return, or in some cases a yearn- 
ing for literary self-expression in print, is re- 
sponsible for the birth of any private press. 
The master of such a press regards printing 
as a hobby - as an avocation rather than a vo- 
cation - printing texts he personally admires, 
because he enjoys doing so. This does not 
mean, as the issues of the press become con- 
sequential, that copies cannot be offered for 
subscription, but it does mean that the princi- 
pal return to the owner is in the satisfaction 
he takes in the quality of the books produced 
rather than in the income from the sale. The 
most that the conductors of the most disting- 
uished presses have hoped for is that the re- 
turns should equal the out-of-pocket expenses.

On June 4, 1859, French and Sar- 
dinians under Napoleon III defeated 
the Austrians at the battle of Magenta, 
a town near Milan 1n northern Italy.

At the shrine the colorfully-dressed tots re- 
ceive sweets in long rectangular bags gaily painted with 
folkloric talismans of childhood, including the Dog de- 
picted here.
